TIME TO TAKE ACTION 


The developments of the last few days 
show that the sooner council proceeds 
with the contemplated reorganization of 
the city police force the better, Newspaper 
“splurges” about resignations that have 
not occurred and appointments that have 
not been made can only react to spread 
demoralization through the force, lessen 
its efficiency, and encourage law-breaking.

A GOOD LEAD 


The Bracken Government has decided 
that there shall be no plebiscite on the 
proposal to set up a compulsory grain pool 
in Manitoba at least until the investigator 
has shown how the present pool has been 
managing its affairs, 

Premier Brownlee’s statement in the 
legislature on Friday suggests that for the 
same and several other reasons it would 
be advisable for Alberta to follow the 
Manitoba lead, That the losses of the 
present pool in Alberta represent about 60 
per cent of its assets should cool any en- 
thusiasm the members may have had for 
compelling the farmers of the province to 
market their grain through an organiza- 
tion that might be no more capably 
managed 


TO FIND OUT FIRST 


The Government of Saskatchewan will 
take the prudent course of asking the 
Court of Appeal whether the new Grain 
Marketing Act is good law, before sub- 
mitting the proposal to set up a compul- 
sory wheat pool to the farmer voters. 

This action is the outcome of the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court of 
Canada that similar legislation passef in 
British Columbia is invalid, In the course 
of this finding the principle was laid down 
that a legislature has no power to bind 
producers in regard to the marketing of 
a commodity that is intended for consump- 
tion outside the province, To the non-legal 
mind that principle would seem to bar 
provincial compulsory pool legislation, 
since wheat is a commodity intended for 
export. Whether this is so, the Appeal 
Court is to be asked to decide, 

Whatever that court may decide, the 
prospect is that the whole project is inde- 
finitely delayed, since the decision will be 
subject to appeal to the Supreme Court of 
Canada and filtimately to the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council, The 
plebiscite may be held on the chance that 
the Appeal Court is right, if the decision 
should be that the Act is valid, But the 
actual establishment of the compulsory 
pool would hardly be proceeded with until 
the legality of the procedure had been put 


beyond challenge,

As a result of a conference held in Ot- 
tawa on uesday, the heads of the two 
transcontinental “railway systems cx- 
pressed willingness to use Canadian coal 
on the railways wherever that is practic 
able, and the fuel board is to undertake a 
study of certain representations made 
with a view to determining how far west 
Nova Scotia coal can be used as railway 
fuel 

Apparently nothing was said at the 
conference about extending the use of Al- 


berta coal eastward, Alberta coal men 
some time ago urged that the mines of 


this province should supply the railway 
requirements as far east as Kenora. To 
reimburse the railways for any extra 
cost invélved it was stated that a subven- 
tion of a dollar a ton might be necessary. 

This assistance the Dominion Government 
jas said to be willing to grant. 

Since that time a fixed valuation has 
been placed upon bituminous ¢oal coming 
from the United States, for the purpose of 
calculating the amount of duty payable. 
While Alberta mines will gain some ad- 
vantage from that, the Nova Scotia mines 
will gain much more, since their product 
comes into competition with U.S. bitumin- 
ous in the most congested area in Canada, 
which Alberta coal does not. 

If in addition to this the Nova Scotia 
miners are to reccive special consideration 
of some kind in order to extend the use of 
their coal westward on the railways, the 
case for the Alberta miners will be still 
stronger,

1s A CHANGE OF CLIMATE NECESSARY? 

It used to be the fashion for doctors to prescribe 
@ change of climate for anyone suffering from a 
chronic disease Neurasthenics especially were ad- 
vised to take trips to the mountains or seashore or, 
in fact, any place where they were not living at the 
time 


It is true that a change of climate sometimes 
gives #& temporary relief in such diseases as tuber- 
culosis, asthma, hay fever and heart trouble, but I 


have seen patients suffering from these troubles cured 
in almost every climate and altitude simply by mak- 
ing the necessary dietetic changes, 

It is so easy to try to blame the climate or some 
external condition for troubles which originate from 
our own ignorance or lack of care, 

In the year 1593 Ponce de Leon searched for the 
Fountain of Youth in Florida rather than searching 
for it at home, All he got for his trouble was a poi- 
soned arrow Men have always been searching for @ 
relief from the laws of Nature in order to enjoy 
health which they have not earned, It is true that 
occasionally we hear of a person who had benefited 
his health by taking a trip to some distant part, but 


I believe that Unis is usually because the patient 
leaves behind some irritating friends or relatives, or 
because the vacation gives him more time to play 


and brings about a change of living habits, 

As a rule, the relief produced by moving to a dif- 
ferent climate or environment is only temporary, for 
the old Habite remain and soon bring back the old 
trouble 

Everyone should realize that the main cause of dis- 
ease is always found in bad habits, It ls these wrong 
habits which weaken the resistance 50 that disease 
can affect the body. Bad habits can be just as bad 
in Florida or California as in New York or Nova 
Bcotia or Alaska One cannot run away from one’s 
own bad habits by changing the place of abode, and 
the same imprudent methods of Iiving which you 
practiced at home will invariably tend to create the 
same symptoms if continued in other climates, 

1 receive thousands of letters from people asking 
me if it will help them to take a@ trip for the change 
of climate, but my reply to them is usually to make 
a change in their habits of living and esting, and that 
the climate is not so important, 

You can search the world over and you will not 
discover any hidden places for the health you have 
been seeking, The only place you will find health 
is to turn your attention upon yourself and search 
out the things which have been causing ill health, 
and look for other things which will tend to improve 
your health and you will be surprised and delighted 
to find that health is easily within your grasp with- 
out taking a train ride automobile tour,

During the momentous days of the quarrel which 
finally resulted in the separation of the American col- 
onies from England, a Tory gentleman with @ sancti- 
monius face, his eyes turned up and his mouth primly 
set, used to sit at Brooke's or White's, the famous 
London clubs, and utter witticisms that made all 
England chuckle 

George Augustus Selwyn in his prime was the first 
wit of England, He inherited money from his father 
and # sense of humor from his mother, Other men 
pursued literature, art, soldiering or politics, He de- 
voted himself exclusively to jesting 

Nevertheless he got a strange pleasure out of death, 
He attended all executions in London. Lord Holland, 
dying, ordered Selwyn admitted if he called. “If I 
am alive I'll be glad to see him,” he said, “If 1 am 
dead he will be glad to see me.” 

Selwyn jested even at the dead’s expense, Rallied 
for having seen the Jacobite Lord Lovat's head cut 
off, he retorted 

“I made full amends, for I went to see it sewn on 
again.” 

This was true, And when the body had been plac- 
ed in its coffin, the wit, imitating the Lord Chancel- 
lor at the trial, exclaimed, “My Lord Lovat, you may 
rise.” 

His political jokes were among his best. When 
Charles Fox boasted of the peace he had made with 
France, saying he had induced that country to givo 
up the gum trade to England, he observed: 

“Having drawn your teeth, they would be damned 
fools to quarrel with you about gums,” 

Fox, whose pride was to be called “The Man of 
the People,” was at one time greatly devoted to @ 
notorious Mrs, Robinson 

“Well,” said Selwyn, “with whom should ‘The Man 
of the People’ be enamoured but the woman of the 
people,” 

Fox ruined himself and a benefit subscription was 
talked of. Someone wondered how he would take it, 
“Quarterly, to be sure,” observed Selwyn. 

Lady Coventry wore a dress covered with spangles 
the size of shillings 

“You'll be change for a guinea,” chuckled the wit 

He announced his intention of seeing “High Life 
Below Stairs” acted, with the explanation, “I'm sick 
of low life above stairs,” 

Lord North during @ hot summer married the ex-

used more than once, Now I can 
peak for myself and I am sure Mr 
Gosbee will agree, that we have no 
desire to lower the standard of liv- 
ing and have not advocated any- 
thir ‘hich can have that effect 
But just think of @ man stepping 
forth to announce “I have no 
money, Iam out of work and have 
nothing to live en, bul I am not 
ing. Lil starve rather, IT am not

ls Interesting to be told that a man's 
physical energy is worth only bc a 
day when compared with electric 
energy. That should be told to those 
who have been go proud of the fact 
that they were real laborers and 
despised white collar mea, But 
every person who can hold a job at 
all Inust have more or leas of human 
Intelligence and no substitute has 
yet been found for that 

Even the highbrows (no disres- 
pect intended) are telling us that 
the time is passing when machinery, 
displacing hand labor, nevertheless 
creates more jobs in the long run. 
But what is the job for? What is 
the maker of the automobiles going 
fo do with all the cars he makes 
with 200 men instead of 2000? I 
the time ever comes when the 
maker steps into the works, waves 
& magic wand and with the remark 
‘Hey, presto” sees a car rise before 
him to what purpose & it? He can- 
not use all the cars himself, Have 
we reached the limit of those who 
would have cars if the cost were 
reduced one half (not to mention 
90%) and gasoline could be had at 
similar reducton, It is after all a@ 
question Of adjustment tvom pro- 
ducer to consumer, But if the at- 
titude is maintained of no adjust- 
ment, no reduction, then we must 
have unemployment. Meantime of 
course adjustment is going on, It 
ls chiefly in speeches and in print

ANY LATITUDE 


Frequently Checks Counsel 
for Both Sides as Evi- 
dence Given 


Much interest was exhibited in the 
new trial of William Babcock, charg - 
ed with bombing the house of Lieut- 
enant-Colonel G, B, McLeod, which 
opened at the Supreme Criminal 
Court before Chief Justice Simmons 
and a jury on Monday morning. 

The jury is made up of G, Dean, 
W. Telford, J. A. M, Craig, P. J. 
Hardy, J. Bishop and J, B, Burch, 

Quite early jn the hearing His Lord- 
ship showed that he intended to re- 
strain evidence offered by either side 
very strictly to the case, and no ex- 
tranecous matter was to be permitted, 
similar to that which caused Mr, Jus- 
tice Tweedie to end the first trial. 
THOMSON CHECKED 

On several occasion Mr, Thomson 
K.C,, for the defence, was promptly 
checked and a considerab!e argument 
between the judge and counsel ensued 
J. W. McClung, counsel for the Crown, 
likewise did not escape and was stop- 
ped when His Lordship considered the 
borders of proper evidence overstepped 
The larger part of the morning was 
taken up with hearing the testimony 
of Colonel McLeod, 

WHAT WAS MOTIVE 

What may have been motive for the 
alleged offence was furnished in the 
evidence of Lieut.-Col. G. B, McLeod 
who said that In 1925 Babcock came 
to him and wanted to lay information 
against a man, P, K, Filer, on a charge 
of false pretences, Witness told Bab- 
cock that he did not think there was 
sufficient grounds for the charge and 
refused the application, Babcock sub- 
sequently went to Colonel Primrose 
who allowed the charge to be made 
and Filer was committed for trial 
The explosion at his house, 9838 112 
street, took place when the witness was 
in Winnipeg. The residence is of solid 
brick construction, Giving details of 
the effect of the explosion, Colonel 
McLeod said the bomb must have been 
placed: between the garage and cellar 
door, A hole some five feet wide and 
six to eight feet high was blown in 
the side wall and ment of the 
house The force of the explosion 
evidently went downwards, ‘The garage 
and kitchen door and basement door 
were blown off, and the porch of the 
building was shifted at least a foot 
Mrs, McLeod and a child were sleep- 
ing in a room above and two other 


people were in the house, 
Cross-examined by Mr, Thomson 
the witness said that Babcock came 
to see him at least half a dozen times 
before final decision on the Filer 
charge was made.

Obligations paid under the terms of 
tlils bill were apt to become lost in the
